Tbe Democratic party entered the 


present campaign with a fulsome lauda- 
tion of its record, in which it pledged 
itself anew to its doctrines and tradi- 
tions. It was hardly to be expected 
that its orators and writers would pay 
much attention to these traditions, inas- 
much as many of them are so unsa- 
vory as to be most agreeable when hid- 
den from mortal sight and ~smell,-but 
when tbe party inserted ~that reckless 
pledge in it's platform it gave its oppo- 
nents full permission (unwittingly, it 
may have been,) to resurrect many, things 
which prudence would have endeavored 
to Iceep bnrie'd forever. But" the Re- 
publicans have not been slow to take 
advantage of the opportunity thus af- 
forded them to revive the memories of 
a period during which the Democratic 
party stood before the country as the 
apologist of treason, the 
friend of 


traitors, the enemy of the Union and of 
those who were fighting to preserve it. 


The traditions of Democracy in Illi- 


nois are peculiarly rich in materials for 
use in this campaign, since the Cincin- 
nati convention gave the excuse for 
dragging them again to the light of 
day 
The party has a history in this 


state that is prolific in incidents which 
go to show its unfitness for public trust 
at this time 
Tbe fa:ts which we pro- 


pose to use in this connection are drawn 
from Davidson & Stuve's History of 
Illinois—a standard work to be found 
in hundreds of public and private libra- 
ries—and it is not our fault if the con- 
clusions reached are not altogether pal- 
atable to the Democratic appetite. 


On the 16th of January, 1861, a 


Democratic state convention was held 
at Springfield, in which 93 counties 
were represented by over 500 delegates. 
This was between the dates of the elec- 
tion and inauguration of Mr. Lincoln, 
when states were passing ordinances of 
secession and rebel conspirators were 


waa demanded that not another dollar or 
a single man should be,'-eotitributed to 
carry on snob, ^a' monstrous .contest. 
The people ot the New England states 
were charged with causing all the 
trouble leading to the deplorable war, 
and a reconstruction of the Union by 
joining with the South, leaving them 
out, was advocated. Not a word was 
uttered in denunciation of the rebels '" 
The legislature thus instructed was not 
slow to act upon the _ suggestions given 
by the leaders. 
In the senate, on tbe 


21st of January, Mr. Vandeveer, ol 
Christian, offered a preamble and reso 
lutions favoring a cessation of hostili- 
ties with a view to bring about a com 
promise. 
The Democratic members of 


the legislature soon afterwards partici- 
pated in a mass meeting at Chicago, at 
which the Springfield resolutions of the 
5th and 8th of January were formally 
approved. 
On tbe 4th of February 


Mr. ,Wike, of Pike, reported to the 
house tha notorious armistice resolu- 
tions. 
These resolutions, after de- 


nouncing the conduct of the war and 
the emancipation proclamation, memo- 
rialized congress, the federal adminis- 
tration and tbe authorities of the sev- 
eral states to secure an armistice. in 
order to give the people time to hold a 
national convention for the purpose of 
adjusting the national difficulties. 
It 


is a curious coincidence, to say the 
least, that on the 26th of January res- 
olutions were introduced in the confed- 
erate congress at Richmond, agreeing 
to enter into an alliance offensive and 
defensive with any northern state that 
would renounce all political connection 
with the New England States, and stip- 
ulate for desisting at onco from the 
further prosecution of the war against 
the South. 
Did the two sets of resolu- 


tions have any connection with each 
other? 
Mr. Wike's resolution finally 


passed the house by a vote of 52 yeas 
to 28 nays, two democrats ouly being 
reported as absent or not voting 
In 


the senate the two parties were a tie, 


General Singleton presided, 
were made By Henry Clay Deao, 
Iowa, and others, the Peoria r*«blm(.idns 
and those of the 17th of June were 
passed, and tbe Illinois Democracy 
pledged to support the Chicago nomi- 
nee. The historian, in referring to this 
meeting, speaks of it as "demanding an 
armistice, pronouncing the war for the 
Union a failure and unconstitutional, 
and proposing an almost unconditional 
peace with defiant rebels." The Dem- 
ocratic convention of that year, for 
Dominating candidates for state officers, 
met at Springfield on tbe 6th of Sep- 
tember, and readopted the 
Chicago 


platform, declaring the war a failure 
and demanding a cessation of hostilities.

restore the union. The historian from 
whom we quote (himself a Democrat) 
saya : "In the proceedings of this con- 
vention may be found ihe names of 
men, who, in antagonism to the high 
national ground occupied by Mr Dou» 
las, even sought to place the democracy 
of Illinois in a false light before the 
country during the rebellion " 


Passing over the time which inter 


vened between this and the next con 
vention of the party brings us to che 
16th of September, 1861. At the con- 
vention held in Springfield on that day 
a series of resolutions was iotroduced 
by W. B. Scales—an officer on the staff 
of Gen McCleruand—favoring "a vig- 
orous prosecution of the war, whether 
slavery survived or perished," and, using 
the language of Mr. Douglas,—"There 
are only two (tides to the question— 
every man must be for the United 
States or against u 
There can be no 


neutrals in this war, only patriots and 
traitors 
Tbe more stupendous our 


preparations, the less bloodshed and the 
shorter the straggle , that it was the 
duty of American citizens to rally 
around tbe flag of their country , and 
approving the call of the President for 
600,000 troops " The resolutions were 
tabl d by a large majority, showing the 
temper of the Illinois Democracy upon 
the question of "a vigorous prosecution 
of the war" 


On tho 5th of January, 1863—the 


day of the assembling of the legislature, 
which had a Democratic majontv in 
both houses—a mass meeting was held 


— one Democratic senator having died — 
with a republican lieutenant governor 
in the chair, and the armistice resolu- 
tions therefore failed to pass in that 
body

Robinson, W. A. J. Sparks, and others 
less known to fame. 
It was this con- 


vention that adopted tbe famous "23d 
resolution," which pronounced against 
"the further offensive prosecution of 
the war ' The historian says of this 
resolution, "By this declaration it was 
proposed precisely to do all the rebels 
had ever asked — to be let alone." 


The first Democratic state convention 


in Illinois, in the year 1864, was held 
at Springfield on the 15th of June. 
This body merely appomtsd delegates 
to the national convention and nomi- 
nated an electoral ticket, the only reso- 
lution adopted being one to stand by 
Vallandigham, then just returned from 
exile on account of disloyalty. On the 
3d of August following a mass meeting 
of the party was held at Peoria, with a 
view of influencing; the approaching 
state convention. It was largely at- 
tended, those present numbering proba- 
bly 20000 
The historian says it was 


held 
uuder the management of the 


leading peace men of the state. 
We 


cannot do better than to quote tbe fol- 
lowing from the history named, to show 
the animus of this meeting, and what 
shortly followed 


to f brother historical fao/ta quotfdjfor 
fear that 'th^jhmay ..have' become 'ob^ 
soared by'iiale in 'tbe recollection of 
our readers, and because the party which 
made this infamous record is vauntiogly 
pointing to its traditions as evidence of 
its trustworthiness at this time.

But, as if not satisfied with alll its 


other black deeds, the Democratic party 
of Illinois—that portion of it which 
belonged to the Sons if Liberty and 
was the dominant element in the1 party 
—added another crime to the long list 
which goes to make up its record of in- 
famy. The story of this last croWning 
effort to make the rebellion a success is 
jest told by the historian from whom 
we have been quoting, and we therefore 
rive place to bis account of it, as the 
Democrats ot this day ought to have an 
opportunity of reading an ungarbled 
sketch of this most interesting of its 
traditions. The historian sKys: 


During the autumn of '61 a conspiracy was 
leiected at Chicago, which had for Its object 
tho liberation of tho prisoners at Camp Doug- 
las, thi; burning of the city, and tbe Inaugura- 
tion of rebellion In the north 
Gen Sweet 
who had charge of the camp »t tho time, first 
bud bis suspicions of danger aroused by a num- 
ber of enigmatically worded letters which 
passed through tho Camp postofllce 
Irom subseqcent developments he becamo 
convinced It was tbe intention of the conspira- 
tors to carry out their nefarious designs dur- 
ing tbe session of the National Democratic 
convention in Au«ust, but before the time ar- 
rived defensive measures were Instituted, and 
the leaders deemed It best to postpone the 
consummation of their object till the presiden- 
tial election 
They were, however, wain des- 
tined to be foiled 
On the2d of Not ember, a 
citizen of St. Louis, an avowed secessionist, 
out In reality a government detective, follow- 
ed a criminal from that city to Springfield, and 
the nee te Chicago. Here, while on the alert 
for the f uglth e, h« met a former acquaintance 
a member ol the order of American Knights, 
from whom he learned that the rebel Marma- 
dufcc WES In the city. After a short Interi low 
he met Dr. Edward*, a citizen of Chicago and a

AD interview IB published with a gen- 


tleman who was an eye witness to a 
singular interview between President 
Grant and General John McDonald, in 
February, 1877, shortly after the lat- 
ter'g pardon and release from the peni- 
tentiary.

afterward with big usual air of careless 
bravado, and a look of jaunty impu- 
dence in bis smiling face. 


"You appear to be in a remarkable 


state of health," said the president 
slowly. 


Gen. McDonald nodded. 
Gen. Grant continued : "I pardoned 


you out of the penitentiary on the cer- 
tificates of physicians that you were
